Chriſt came not 
ro Call the Rig hteotus, but Sinners to Repentance ;, if Chrift was 
the greateſt Sinner in the World, as T. Þ, hath affirmed, then 
the Ons Sinner calls the lefſer to Repentance, which is ab- 
furd, Again, Rom, 5, 8. God commended his Love to 4 in that 
whileſt we were yer Sinners, Chriſt diedfor ww. If Chriſt Jeſus 
was the greateſt Sinner in the World,as T,P.hath affirmeJ,then 
the greateſt Sinner dicd for the lefſer, which is contrary to the 
Apoſtle Perer's Teſtimony,as it's recorded in 1 Per, 3.18.Chriſt 
alſo hath ſuffered for Sin, the Fuſt for the Vnjuſt, that he might 
ring many to God, Again, Fames 4.
